Work is being dome this summer 
Greenland and Iceland by 15 
ace who left Lonodn last week a- 
board ‘he exploration shfp ‘‘Quest’”’ 
for a year’s exploration of the Arc- 
tic regions. The boys’ ages averaged 
only 23 yeans. 

The purpose of the voyage which 
is under. the auspices of the Royal 
Geographical society, is to obtain in- 
formation with a view to establish- 
ing an air route from England to 
North America across the Arctic re- 
gions with only 300 miles over the 
sea.

CABBAGE AND CAULIFLOWER

| In view of the public demand for 
uniform, graded, sound, mature pro- 
ducts in standard atitractive contain- 
ers which each year becomes more 
apparent, and in view of the success 
atitained from last year’s experiment 
the Fruit Branch of the Dominion De 
partment of Agriculture have re-is- 
sued as recommended grades for cab 
bage and cauliflower the specifica- 
tions in force last season. 

During the season 1930-31 where 
sales are made of No-1 and No-2 
quality the svandards jisted below 
will apply, and upon request by sh'p 
pers or receivers official inspection 
will be made on this basis: 

CABBAGE:—No-1 shall consist of 
heads of cabbage which are of sim: 
Jar type, reasonably firm and well 
trimmed; not withered or burst; free 
from soft rot and seed stems, and 
free from damage caused by discol- 
oration, fireezimg, disease, insects or 
mechianical or otfher means, 

No-2 Shall consist of cabbage 
which do not meet the requirements 
of the foregoing grade. 

CAULIFLOWER:—No-1 shall con 
sist of neatly trimmed compact head 
of cauliflower which are not discol- 
ored, ricey, fuzzy or overmature; 
which are free from damage caused 
by dirt of other foreign matter bruis 
es , insects, mechanical or other 
means. Attached leaves ghall_ be 
fresh and green. 

No-2 shall consist of heads of cau 
liflower which are free from serious 
damage caused by overmaturity, dis 
coloration, dirt, or other foreign mat 
ter, bruises, diseases, insects or 
mechanical or other other means. 

No-3 shall consist of heads of cau- 
liflower which do not meet witih ‘the 
requirements of the foregoing grades
